Induitable proof that the people of 
Baldwin Park get up at nn early hour 
In the morning was brought out this 
week in the trial before Justice of the 
Peace Wells, in which the principal 
witness was a dog—a dog with his 
head and shoulders full of bird-shot. 


The dog is the property of S. M. 
Wfclker, a rancher, and the owner of

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THE SAME OLD MAftKETING QUESTION' 


G. Harold PoW«ll, general'ithanager of the Oallforala F ^ l t Growers? 
Exchange, and Kenneth 
McRea, a prominent giljwer a t Rlalto, have 
been 
close friends for matiy years. 
Powell is, of coarse, t h e advocate and defender, 
of the jSxchange system, and McRea is a Btrahg< supporter df t h e "sell for 
caah" system. 
Both nien w e r e o n the program a t t h e m e e t i n g last Saturday 
of the Coyina Valley F a n n e r s ' Club. 


McRca is a virile thinker, and a m a n w h o h a s been s u c c e s s f u l for 
years in t h e orange business. 
But his reasoning Isr not altogether sound in 
relation t o t h e marketing of citrus fruits. 
H i s plan i s to aell all citrus fruits 
within t h e state a t auction, and t o allow the buyer to a s s u m e t h e risks of 
shipment and the 
fluctuations of t h e market. 


It does not take a n expert t o determine that you cannot b e a winner 
out of s o m e o n e else's losses. 
Temporarily yon can win, b u t in t h e long run, 
never. 
W e cannot receive goo<1i prices for ajty commodity if t h e consumer Is 
not willing to give good prices. 
E v e r y pound of citrus f m l t t h a t decays, every 
cent that i s charged for freight, every cent that goes to t h e selling of this 
fruit, whether by an association o r by a n auctien buyer, m u s t c o m e ottt of tlie 
producer. 
If an auction buyer g e t s stung on o n e lot of fruit, h e is going to 
biry cloaer t h e next time. 
T h e argument of allowing t h e auction buyer, to 
a s s u m o t h e risks i s really very childish. N o o n e can a s s u m e t h e risk except­ 
ing the grower of the fruit. 
H i s fruit is not In reality sold until it la In the 
hands of the consumer^ the actual person w h o pays t h e last price In the 
long syBteni from producer to consumer. 
An auction buyer i s n o t going to 
bid any higher for fruit than he Is warranted to by the condition of the mar­ 
ket. 
W h e n t h e market Is poor, It Is likely that h e won't bid at all, and with­ 
out any other system of selling, t h e fruit goes to waste. 
There have always 
been piratical and free-lance buyers in everjr produce business w h o occasion 
ally make a killing. 
But this doesn't affect the crop a s a wbol^. 


T h e biggest trouble with t h e market prices received for citrus fruits 
during the past s e a s o ^ has c o m e about because t h e ultimate consumer in the 
East refused to ultimately c o n s u m e at Mgh prices. 
H e didn't h a v e to buy 
oranges, and not having too m u c h money, h e discriminated against oranges, 
and in favor of potatoes and flour. Business h a s been dull ajl over t h e United 
States. 
Auction buyers would h a v e had a s w e e t time disposing of all Califdr- 
nla's citrus fruits this' year. 
In -fact, left to themselves, they would 
have 
quit cold, and would h a v e left the fruit to rot o n t h e tree. .The Bxchsffige did 
the very best It could to sell oranges on a drugged and apathetic market, and 
succeeded in disposing of a g r e a t crop. 


A s Powell said Saturday, t h e apple growers h a v e been in t h e s a m e 
slough of despond. 
I t h a s n o t been a good season for a n y grower of pro­ 
duce. 
There i s n o relief for suci conditions except that of prosperity for the 
ultimate consumer. 
T h e n , and, not until then, will be insist o n eating up all 
the fruit that California grows.

PROSPERITY OF GALIFORIJIA CITRUS GROVES 


I'ik I in 


Of more than usual interest to cit* 
rus growers and farmers la general is 
a recent address by Dr. H. J. Webber, 
•who Is at the head of the citrus cul­ 
ture department of the University of 
California. 
Dr. Webber will have the 
management of the citrus experiment 
•tation when it has been established 
1^ the south. 


The address was delivered 
before 
the members of the Ixjs Angeles City 
Club on November 14 In the Union 
League Club dining room, with Fran­ 
cis D, Kellogg, presiding. 
The 
title 
of the address Is, "The Importance of 
Agricultural Investments In Southern 
California." 
He said: 


"We learned 
agriculture from 
our 
fathers and they, in turn, from their 
fathers. 
We 
learned 
by 
rule 
of 
thumb, so to speak, and many of those 
things we have learned and taken to 
be facts are daily proving to be some­ 
thing 
more 
than 
facts, and we are 
dally discovering new lines and new 
methods. 
We are discovering 
them 
more previously in this new country 
than any other place. 
I came hero a 
few years ago from New York slate 
and coming to Los Angeles and other 
large cities of California, I got the 
imrresslon 
that 
Callfomin 
possibly, 
after all, Was not a pioneer state, but 
when we come to consider the indus­ 
tries and the short time they have 
been followed, you are up against a 
limit of knowledge continuously, and 
the fact Is, we are pioneering all over 
the state. 
It is really a pioneer Indus­ 
try, the development of agriculture. 


Can We Grow Irrigated 
Crops Indefinitely? 


We have before us. In every country 
where irrigation Is practised, the ele­ 
mentary 
auestion 
of 
whether 
any 
country can untlmately succeed, can 
go on 
indefinitely 
successful 
under 
any irrigation ditch, and I r e c a l 
a 
few years ago this matter was in so 
much doubt that one chief of bureau 
In the Derartmcnt of Arglculture In 
Washington 
made the 
public 
state­ 
ment, 
public 
all 
over 
the 
United 
States, that nowhere in the history of 
the world had a country 
succeeded 
where irrigation had to be followed 
continuously. 
That is a broad state­ 
ment. 
If wo accept that in Its entire­ 
ty, it would mean that many of the 
southern and western countries would 
ultlmntoly fall, but with the Increas­ 
ed knowledge we have over what our 
forefathers had, and with a persistent 
study of these matters, and with our 
greatest civilization, it may be that 
we can succeed. 
I don't care if that 
is true of every country In the world, 
I feel we, as Americans, can study 
'this thing out and solve the difdculty 
to our satli^factlon. 
It will mean we 
r^uBt 
have 
the development 
of 
the 
highest Bclent'llc, and It wo are to get 
those develdpments, the state cannot 
support the industry entirely, but the 
industry must be made self support­ 
ing, must carry its own load. 
Every 
Industry must be made self 
support­ 
ing, and must carry Its own weight. 


We Must Feed the Soil 


"Wo thought, a few years ago, tliat 
our soils were so fertile they would 
BUI port 
oriingo and lomori groves In­ 
definitely. 
Wo aro coming to tho un­ 
derstanding that if we are to succeed 
we have to feed the soil; we hiive to 
treat It In a certain dofinito way in 
accordance with what wo will take oft 
it, so ornngo and lemon growers have 
boon studying the quoation of fortlllzn- 
tion, and now we api'ly complete tor- 
tlMzers. 
We mean by a complete fer­ 
tilizer that It is made up of 
those 
elements n o s t lacking in soli. 
Those 
oiotrents are phosplibric acid, a cer­ 
tain amount of potash and a eortain 
airount of nitrogen. 
Now wo havo 
been goini; along using more and nmro 
of theso^olon ents, and if you ask aoine- 
body over here In regard to fortlUza- 
tlon of crangoB, ho may tell you that 
nitrogen Is tho Inirortunt thing. On 
tho other hand ho mny toll you tlint 
potash is tile most Important, or phos­ 
phoric acid. 
They will diffor In re­ 
gard to their forniulno, and I have 
been alarmed as I asked these suc­ 
cessful growers In regard to fertiliza­ 
tion tho dllferont bollofB and opinions 
they have voiced regarding tho sub­ 
ject, and It has been forcod on mo, 
Rontlemon, to conclude tliat wo havo 
no fundamental 
knowiodgo on which 
to base a rational fertillzor 
formula. 
That can bo obtained In only one way. 
We must havo careful 
Invoallgations 
on tortiilzation 
in which 
thoso 
clo- 
ments are used in tliolr entirety. Wo 
are doing that. 
Wo have a littlo ox- 
Poriimuit—feriilizor 
o.xporlmont, 
by 
tho way—which 1 am going to tell you 
ab^ut. 
The dlfilculty with these fer­ 
tilizer ovporlments la that they 
are 
not properly laid out. 
We havo taken 
a place of a cortain definite size and 
put six trees of a certain variety of 
lemons and oranges. 
Then we havo 
(surrounded 
them by other 
trees 
so 


the water cannot carry the fertlllzlnE; 
elements 
from one plat to another. 
We have treated those plats In ceria n 
cases with just potash; In other canes 
with Just nitrogen. 
Then 
we have 
combinations of these two olomcnto. 
Then we have combinations of 
Ihren 
elements, and we have certain 
plats 
with nothing—no appllcatloa of fert'l- 
Izcrs at all. 
Then we have fertilized 


jwlth cover crops. 


"There is a growing opinion among 
some growers that fertilization of ve:y 
'young trees Is not necessTry. 
Here 
Is tho way it comes out: 
In couipai- 
Ing the p'ats that have nitrogen, wit.'i 
'the plats that hnve a f.omplete fertll- 
J Izer you can RGO tho I'ne of d'^ninrra- 
tlon among them perfectly plain. 
If 
you weigh tho fruits of the two plats 
we get a comparison that way. TIK; 
fertilized 
plats give up over 
twice, 
that of no, fertilization. 
This oxpeii- 


' ment has been under way eight years, 
and It has brought out very clearly that 
a certain fertilization of those groves 
from the very beginning is necesHary 
if wo aro going to produce good crops. 


Do We Know How 
To Fertilize? 
^ 
' 


"Then, what Is tho fertilizer? As I 
said, 
wo 
have 
been 
using 
potash, 
phosphoric 
acid 
and 
nitrogen. 
The 
striking effect is we have three plats 
on which some form of jrotaah Is used 
j—that Is, r6cel\'1ng the elements of 
I potassium. 
It Is rather Interesting to 
. note that the threo plats which re- 
selved 
potassium 
on'y are lower in 
yield than the no-fortlllzer plants. In 
other words, we can prove that potash 
for young groves Is unnecessary, and 
the use of potash fertilizer during the 
early life of trees 
Is 
an 
absolute 
waste of money. 


"We must not jump nt tho other 
conclusion that potash is entirely un­ 
necessary. 
In the 
early experiments 
twenty-flve years ago. 
If 
they 
had 
drawn tho conclusion that potash was 
unnpcessary (and ihey were Inclined 
to draw that conclusion), they would 
have made a mistake, for potash has 
a marked effect on the 
development 
of the trees. I do believe we may safe­ 
ly leave off the potash \ii the early 
Mages. 
How long this is going to be 
possible . will 
have 
to be 
answered 
later on further developments. 


Nitrogen Is Lacking 


"Tho thing that does stand out is 
that nitrogen is the main factor lack­ 
ing In our California soils. 
It Is the 
most costly fertilizer. 
We usually put 
It on as nitrate of soda or dried blood. 
As far as nitrate of soda Is concerned 
—-we have a plat treated with nitrate 
of soda alone—and the trees In the 
nitrate of soda plat are ail seriously 
affected with a disease called mottled 
leaf. 
When you use nitrate of soda 
In adding nitrogen 
to tho soil 
tho 
sodium 
forms 
a 
sodium 
carbonate, 
which has a tendency to Increase the 
alkalis of the soli and we are assum­ 
ing that the large percentage of alkali 
in the soil may be directly or indirect­ 
ly resiwnslble for this dlseaso. 


"We havo boon using 
tromondous 
amounts of phosphoric acids. 
In our 
oxperiiiionts phosphoric acid shows a 
little higher yield. 
Wo are forced to 
tho conclusion, however, tliat wo have 
over estimated the phosphoric a d d in 
our particular place here In tho south 
and I am inclined to bolievo w e can 
cut down 
the 
prosphorlc acid fertil­ 
ization, cut down the potash nnd in­ 
crease tho nitrogen. We have this con­ 
clusion 
also 
that 
we 
can 
get 
the 
greater part of this nitrogen from the 
growing of leguminous 
cover 
crops. 
W h a t a blesBlng It was when the Lord 
gave us these leguminous crops. Nitro­ 
gen, which Is the most Important food 
for ourselves, we can develop 
from 
the plant which secures It from 
the 
air 
wliero U costs nothing. 
If 
we 
grow cover crops and use 
manures 
considerably wo should bo able to de­ 
velop pretty good groves without any­ 
thing else. 


"We have nnothon source of nitro­ 
gen. 
Wo grow tromondous quantities 
of alfalfa hay which Is heavy In nitro­ 
gen. 
Whon alfalfa hny gets down to 
?7.50 a ton, and we can got It at that 
Iirico In tho country at times. It Is 
worth about that much for the units 
of 
nitrogen 
It contains. 
Wo 
could 
well 
afford, 
under 
such 
condltlona, 
to buy alfalfa 
hay and fortlllzo 
our 
grovos with It because we would be 
putting on a bonus at tho same time. 
So, wo have many propositions of that 
kind. 


Must Produce Better Grades 


"Another 
Hue 
of 
dovolopmonl 
is 
this: Wo are cultivating navels and 
wo think that we have the best fruits 
In the world. 
I havo a sort of suspi­ 
cion we ought to ho able to develop 
certain bettor fiulta in California than 
we do at the present time. Maybe we 
can't improve tho navel, but, Just be­ 
tween you and I, I would like to see 


;;i . c ' f't'er nrafe fruits developed in 
f alifrmH. 
I would like to see some 
b e t t e r 
tangerines' developed in Cali­ 
fornia. 
I ^.eo no reason 
wfiy we* 
s'Tiild not deve op Just as good grape 
fruit and tangerines as elsewhere, or 
hetffr. 
It is rather surprising 
thai 
the fruits we grow are, in a large 
"pasrr';, developed in other countries. 
The Valencia was brought to us, as 
war! the Washington Navel—the Lis­ 
bon lemon, the Villa Franca lemon— 
J r.iri'i; 3 l l y everything we grow except 
thf; lOtiro'ra lemon, 
t have no doubt 
btit what there are a dozen seedling 
oringe trees in tho state today which 
would bo better varieties than any we 
have if they were selected out and 
budded. 
I would like e W y grower in 
the s t a t e of California that has espe­ 
cially I'ne lemons and oranges to'se- 
h>rt tho host ones and try them 
as 
buddPd varieties. 
They have so many 
fino old navfls. 


The Florida Tanjalo 


"Xnw, tiifre is one little fruit 
in 
F'on'da that I want to tell you about— 
the f'TiJa'o; 
It was produced by the 
P(^rartTn.f.nt of Agriculture a few years 
ago and l.s a small grapefruit, a little 
I"rg"r than a tangerine itself. It Is a 
llttln snvroter than the pomelo and a 
fiult or a very high quality. 
This was 
introthiocd about 1897 and It has just 
now 
rtucnod 
the 
point 
in 
Florida 
wiicro recplo are cultivating it. 


"\Vc must produce different 
varie­ 
ties. 
Wo are making a collection of 
various varieties of orangoe'and 
If 


Wo 
over get the experiment 
station 
we have been promised, we have al­ 
ready over 250 varieties of orangs. I 
don't suppose you knew there 
were 
that many different varieties of orang­ 
es and lemons. 
.lust think how It 
would look If we have 250 set out on 
tho table? 
It is coming about some­ 
thing like tho development of the ap­ 
ple and tho time will come when we 
will havo a thousand different varie­ 
ties as In the case of the apple. 


"The same thing exists in the case 
of other fruits. 
Here we have 
the 
avacado. 
What do we know 
about 
that? 
If we were to take a good ava­ 
cado and figure out the food value of 
the fruit, you would find It to compare 
very favorably 
with wheat. 
Having 
that food value, the time will come 
when It win be one of our necessities 
and the development of a thing like 
that is of the greatest importance. 


"Another thing of great importance 
Is dates. 
We hear a good deal about 
the new varieties which sell for a dol­ 
lar a pound. 
Now, while I was down 
In Coachella valley awhile ago, a tree 
was pointed out to me on the govern­ 
ment station of the variety of dates 
you can pick up in your hand and rat­ 
tle, the variety that the Arab carries 
with him—a tree that boro 250 pounds 
of 
those 
dry 
dates—a 
tremendous 
yield. 
I became very much enthused 
over those dry dates. 
You can take 
them In your pocket and nibble on 
them whenever you want. 


"There are so many possibilities be­ 
fore California that we can scarcely 
realize 
them. 
There are plenty 
of 
problems still remaining nnd it is for 
you of the coming generation to solve 
many of them."

The question of whether the con­ 
cern should join the California Fruit 
Growers' ISxchange or remain with Its 
present nfllliatlon had been discussed 
very earnestly by the stockholders for 
several months. 
It was ^thought that 
the stockholders 
were divided 
upon 
tho subject, but when tho vote was 
taken Monday, there were twenty-sev­ 
en out of twenty-nine votes In favor 
or remaining with the Mutual Orange 
Distributors. 


Last year this concern packed the 
fruit from about 400 acres. Members 
of the company say that the prices re­ 
ceived wore as good as any received 
by any association excoptlng the foot­ 
hill association-).

Groves this year. 
In all probability, 
according to tho members, tho acreage 
will be larger than last year.

Mr. Leo said this week that 
they 
would ship from 6000 to 9000 boxes of 
.30 pounds each. 
The rhubarb

about 700 boxes to the carload.

February 
and 
Marbh 
the 
heaviest 
shipments 
will 
be 
made. 
Much of the product will be shipped 
to Seattle, where It will he hendled 
by the West'Coast Co-operative Asso­ 
ciation, which supplies the northwest 
and Alaska. 
W. H. Whlttacre, organ­ 
izer and general manager of this Se­ 
attle concern, was* in 
Covina 
this 
"week, conferring with Mr. Lee about 
the coming crop. 


The crop sells for .about 15 cents 
the pound, which makes it a rather 
expensive ple-plant for ordfnary peo­ 
ple, but the plant is ^almost 
wholly 
sold to fashionable 
tourist hotels in 
the eastern United States. 
Mr. Lee 
said that his last year's crop, which 
was handled largely by a Los Angeles 
concern, was found on every bill of 
fare of the Southern Pacific 
dining 
cars during the tourist season.

Lee's variety ip the Wagner's Giant, 
which Is an Improvement on the Crim­ 
son Winter Rhubarb. 
In commenting 
this week on the growing of this cfop, 
Mr. Lee said: 


"There is money in rhubarb—more 
money than I have been able to get 
out of any other crop. 
But when you 
say 
that, you don't tell the 
whole 
story, for there has been many a man 
In Southern California gone broke on 
rhubarb in the last few years. That, 
has 
been 
because the most of them 
thought that they could stick the crop 
into the 
ground 
and 
go away 
and 
leave It and it would make them rich. 
Hhubarb is no different from any other 
crop in the respect that it must; be 
well fertilized, cared for and Irrigat­ 
ed. 
Several firms that have gone into 
the crop on a big scale are now altp- 
gether out of business. 


"There 
is money in rhubarb, 
but 
you have got to study the crop, just' 
as you study the orange or 
walnut 
crop, or chickens or any other legi­ 
timate business. 
.Tuat now I am pro­ 
pagating a new variety at the ranch, 
which I think will be a better market

than 
any

brought forward 
yet. 
I am 
looking 
for an exceptionally goodj season and 
for good rhubarb prices."
